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DETAILED ACTION 

Status 

1 . Claim 1-2 have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the potential future claims in line 5 of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 2 is rejected as it depends on Claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Laurenzano 
(US PGPub. 20020046066.) 
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7. With respect to Claim 1 , Laurenzano teaches a method for managing a retention 
of risk by an entity comprising the steps of: 

a. determining an estimate for an amount of future claims that could be 
brought against the entity ('066; Para 0007) 

b. calculating a cost of insurance the entity should obtain to alleviate the risk 
due to the potential future claims ('066; Para 0020); 

c. determining the entity's optimum amount of retained risk ('066; Para 022); 
and 

d. providing a funding mechanism to pay a portion of claims for which the 
entity has retained responsibility ('066; Para 0017). 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Laurenzano (US PGPub 20020046066) in view of Cuervo (US. 5,025,138.) 

9. With respect to claim 2, Laurenzano does not disclose a line of credit in Claim 1 . 
Cuervo further discloses the method for managing the retention of risk 

according to claim 1, wherein the funding mechanism used to pay the claims is a 
dedicated line of credit ('800; Col. 2, lines 53-66.) 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to combine Laurenzano and Cuervo to manage risk of loss 
by providing an amount of unrealized economic benefit ('0066, Abstract) through a line 
of credit to the entity ('138, Abstract.)
